Sir: 

The above-identified patent application was filed in the United States Patent and 
Trademark Office on August 27, 2001. However, Applicant has become aware that the 
preliminary amendment, initially filed along with the application, was overlooked prior to its 
publication on February 28, 2002. Both the Filing Receipt, mailed October 10, 2001 (Exh. A), 
and the Published Application (Exh. B), from the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office, fail to 
incorporate this amendment for the above-identified application. Particularly, Applicant notes 
that the amendments to the title and claims are not reflected in the published application. In 
addition, the published application does not include all of the submitted drawings. 



In contacting the Office of Initial Patent Examination on December 4, 2003, to inquire 
about the status of this application, Applicant mentioned that perhaps the Preliminary 
Amendment was overlooked. Ms. M. Young of the OIPE concurred, and consequently faxed a 
Corrected Filing Receipt (Exhibit C), reflecting the accurate title for U.S. Serial No. 
09/940,679. She mentioned that the Patent and Trademark Office scanned only the 7 sheets of 
the formal drawings, but not the 10 sheets of the informal drawings. 
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Applicant requests that the title, claims, and drawings of the Patent Application 
Publication No. 2000/0023652 Al be corrected to accurately reflect the application filed on 
August 27, 2001, which included a preliminary amendment (Exh. D). The Corrected 
Application Publication should incorporate the preliminary amendment of August 27, 2001, 
and should include the 10 sheets of informal drawings (16 Figs.). Exhibit E includes our 
application transmittal (Filing Under 37 CFR § 1.53(b)) showing that 10 informal drawings, as 
well as the 7 sheets of formal drawings of the parent, which were sent on August 27, 2001 . 
Both sets of filed drawings are also attached as Exh. E. 

Kindly provide us with a Corrected Patent Application Publication for Serial No.
